1. The application has been amended as follows: 
With regards to claim 1: 

• In the seventh line of claim 1 delete "said runner" and insert -said bearing 
runner- 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

With regards to claims 1-12 : 

• The allowable subject matter present in claim 1 that has not been found to have 
been taught or disclosed in the prior art found at this time is the lower end of the 
stiff frame being attached to a supporting base which is surmounted on the 
bearing runner and that a front portion of the base is connected to the bearing 
runner by a mechanical connection allowing travels substantially perpendicular to 
the runner controlled a damping device. The following references were the best 
pieces of art found and they lack the above recited feature; Petoud (US 
5,351.975), Jungnickel (US 2004/0075227), Aguilar (US D460,720), and Lanner 
(US des. 384,912). Therefore claim 1 and any claim(s) that depend therefrom 
are found to contain allowable subject matter.
